He heard her 
companion leave the room, and shortly 
afterwards he got up, leaving his room- 
mate, Mary Ann Lopez, asleep, and 
crossing the hall, deliberately strangled 
and then disemboweled his victim. 

New York, April 30.—Inspector 
Byrnes this afternoon substantiated 
the story given out this morning as to 
the identity of the Ripper, now under 
arrest.
